The mayor and common council of the Msy vorrow
city of Oshkosh, in Winnebago ocounty, are hereby "™
authorized to borrow money, not exceeding five thous-
and dollars, for the purpose of paying, first, the bonds
issued for the erection of the bridge at the foot of
Ferry street, and then other floating indebtedness of
said city. C

SecrioN 2. For the purpose of carrying out the May tssue bonds
provisions of the preceding section, said mayor and
common couneil are hereby authorized to issue the bonds
of said e#ty, of such denominations as they‘may deem
proper, bearing such interest not exceeding ten per
centum per-annym, and payable at sach time and place
as they may deem advisable, not exceeding five years o, .0
from the date of sach bonds, and in nd case‘sHall said
bonds be sold for less than their face. R
